BERKELEY  TOW.NSHIP,  N. 
J.  (RNS)  —  State  Commissioner 
of  Education  Frederick  M.  Rau- 
binger  has  ruled  that  only  jun¬ 
ior  and  senior  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  of  St.  Joseph’s  Roman 
Catholic  parochial  school,  Toms 
River,  N.  J.,  are  entitled  to 
transportation  in  buses  operat¬ 
ed  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education  of 
Central  Regional  Junior-Senior 
High  School  here  announced  it 
would  appeal  the  ruling.  Wilbert 
J.  Martin,  attorney  for  the 
school  board,  said  that  if  the 
State  Board  of  Education  sup¬ 
ported  Mr.  Raubinger's  order 
the  case  would  be  carried  to 
the  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Superior  Court. 

At  the  same  time.  State  Sen¬

The  executive  board  of  the 
Baptist  General  Convention  of 
Texa.s  has  authorized  employ¬ 
ment  of  a  rate  consultant  The 
consultant  will  meet  with  a  spe¬ 
cial  committee  of  the  executive 
board  studying  church  utility 
rates. 

The  board  said  the  rate  con¬ 
sultant  will  also  work  with  Tex¬ 
as  power  companies  in  an  effort 
to  establish  "more  equitable 
charges  to  churches  for  elec¬ 
tric  service.’’ 

Churches,  it  was  said,  have 
been  paying  the  .same  rate  as 
industry  for  their  power.  This 
includes  a  “demand”  charge  for 
having  the  power  available  even 
though  It's  not  used. 

Industi^  uses  the  power  most 
every  day  all  week  long,  It  was 
explained,  but  churches  use  it 
only  on  Sunday.  Wednesday 
night,  and  for  other  meetings, 
and  do  not  "demand"  as  much 
power  as  industry,  yet  pay  the 
same  "demand"  charge.

If 
for  any  other  reason,  your  de¬ 
sire  was  unworthy  of  you,  and 
your  child  came  into  the  world 
with  a  tremendous  handicap.

II.  SAMUEL  WAS  A  LEAD 
ER  BORN  TO  RULE.  Yes!  But 
he  grew  Into  the  skillful  leader 
through  Intimate  personal  con¬ 
tact  with  God.

prayer  and  meditation  into  the 
secret  place  of  the  Most  High 
do  abldie  under  the  shadow  of 
the  Almighty. 

IV.  WHEN  ONCE  SAMUEL

plain  and  went  about  with 'all 
his  strength  to  do  it.  In  this 
Samuel  was  established  as  the 
Lord's  trusted  servant  for  years 
together,  and  for  the  Lord  was 
the  one  clear  voice  that  sounded 
fprth  the  word  of  the  Eternal. 

V.  SAMUEL  WAS  AWARE  OF 
GOO'S  PURPOSE  FOR  SAM¬ 
UEL.  He  knew  that  God  had  a 
purpose  for  hit  life  in  the  lives 
of  the  chosen  people.  'There 
was  something  God  wanted 
Samuel  to  do  for  the  people  of 
Israel.  Through  the  people  of 
Israel- God  was  working  His  pur¬ 
pose  for  the  world,  and  Samuel 
was  among  the  agencies  or  in¬ 
struments  God  was  using  in  this 
great  work;  but  there  was  some¬ 
thing  else  again. 

God  had  a  purpose  In  Sam¬ 
uel's  individual  life,  and  Samuel 
must  be  God's  helper  in  work¬ 
ing  out  that  purpose.  At  a  much 
later  date,  another  of  God’s  ser¬ 
vants  said  to  some  people  he 
loved  in  the  Lord,  "Work  out 
your  own  salvation;  for  it  is  God 
that  is  working  in-  you,  both  to 
purpose  and  to  work."
